BGYPTIAN OOTTON IN ALGERIA. 

Experiments in the cultivation of cotton in 
various French Colonies are at present bemg 
carried out by “‘L’Association Cotonniére Co- 
obiale,” which was founded im 1903 witha 
view to encourage cotton cultivation in French 
Colonies, and ensure an adequate supply of raw 
material for the cotton industry of In 
Algeria especially the cultivation of is 
\eing eagerly prosecuted. In certain districts 
there possessing climatic cohditions similar to 
hose of Egypt, the experiments point to the 
likelihood of the successfal cultivation of Egyp- 
tian cotton. Of the several varieties tried, 
Yannovitch, Abassi, 
found the most promising. The Yannovitch 
variety, which is the most valuable, has been 
grown with some snecess in the province of 
Oran. The Abassi variety, which is the most 
rapidly maturing, bas been successfully cal- 
tivated in portions of Mostagenen; Brown 
Egyptian or Mitafifi cotton has been cul- 
tivated here and also in Chéliff; this va- 
riety is the hardiest of the Egyptian cottons. 
The American cottons experimented with bave 
been somewhat less productive. “Louisiana” 
and “Mississippi” grow well, but as the cotton 
produced is of much lower value than the 
Egyptian cottons it is likely that greater atten- 
tion will be directed to the cultivation of the 
latter varieties. 

It is likely that the planters will concentrate 
their efforts upon the cultivation of varieties 
of Egyptian cotton, particularly Yannovitch 
and Mitafifi, and it is suggested that by 
hybridisation, types of cotton may be obtained, 
suited to the climatic conditions of the country. 
The cultivators have been advised in Algeria 
to follow the methods adopted in Egypt, 
where sowing is completed by the end of 
March and the cotton is harvested by the end 
of October. In Algeria, the harvesting is 
completed a little later, generally by about 
the middle of November. 

In 1905, 7,055 lb. of Algerian cotton were 
sold at Havre, and in 1906, the amount had 
increased to 27,240 Ib. It is anticipated that 
the area under cultivation will be greatly 
extended during the present year, and there is 
every probability of a large increase in the 
amount of cotton produced,

ENGLAND IN’ EGYPT. 


LECTURE BY MR. J.M. ROBERTSON) 4.P. 
Last week in the Liberal Club, Neweabti4 
Mr. J.M. Robertson, M.P., leetared.on the anh 
ject of Egypt. Mr. Alfred.Hewson-presided. 
Mr. Robertson said there should -be-a moral 
coherence between the foreign and the home 
policy of any progressive nation. We. first went 


into Egypt to seaure the regular payment of | 


Egyptian debts to European boudhalderswHe 
wouk| never admit that our nation had a right 
to do such a thing We got gradually entangled 
more and,more in Egypt. However, .we were 
there. It mast not be supposed that.he.was 
proposing any policy of seattle. He -perfectly 
recognised that once we-were in a country of 
that kind as administrators, to leave soddenly 
would probably do more harm than any othet 
course they might take. We were in Egypt for 
finance. Lord Cromer had efheiently co-operated 
with the great engineers who had been the 
means of improving atill further the wonderful 
natural resonrees of Egypt by the really 
scientific management of the water supply, 
But had they made out a final case when they 
said they had financed the country well, and 
added to her material productivity 1 The per- 
centage of illiterates in the population was very 
high. There was no ideal of mora) progress as 
compared with the raising of the materia! facili-, 
ties. Indeed, the, the material prosperity had 
been the means of degrading and Jowering-and, 
worsening the people of Egypt. There could be, 
no ultimate defence of rule in India or Egypt, 
until they could say that they were raising the} 
people in the scale of humanity as well as, 
putting more money in their pockets or food im; 
their stomachs. The people were exploited by 
the bond-holders, who were to say what) 
small fraction should go to education? At, 
this moment, it was impossible for any 
Egyptian to secure acientific iustrnotion . in 
agriculture—which was the prinéipal industry 
of the country—in hisown language It-was.im- 
possible for any Egyptian to secure scientific 
instruction in any science in his own languagé. 
He was told time after time that the present 
system of education, the teaching of scienas 
through English, taught the natives peitherBng- 
glish nor science Thay were teaching the-un- 
known through the slightly known, He admitted 
that wonderful things had ‘been done in jthe 
schools ; but be pointed out that-this did not 
mean tbat the boys had thorongbly anastered 
English. We had been going on a wrong tack 
as regarded education. In every department of 
the civil service under Lord Dromer the English 
element bad been increasing and the native 
element was being depressed. Weheard a good 
deal in this country about sedition jn Kgypt ; 
but we did not hear of the daily insults heaped 
by newspapers upon the Egyptians by telling 
them that they were incompetent.aud inferior. 
The administration in Egypt was more auto- 
cratic than that of Russia. Sir Edward @rey, in 
answer to a question by Dr. Rutherford, said 
they could not teach the art of government. 
Then there wee no excuse for not-beginning af 
once to give the people some little-experience 
in self-government. They might keep the divi- 
dends, keep the hold on the army and on the 
Suez Canal; but, in the name of justice, of 
common sense, and of Liberalism, we should 
set up a-progressive policy, and give the people 
of Egypt a little more of government ex 
rience, by which alone could we.make a i 
nation.

Au moment od tout le monde discute de 
la situation de cette société, nous avons cru 
intéressant de mettre sous les yeux de nos lec- 
teats quelques explications qne nous avons 
demandées a la Direction. Nous les reprodui- 
sons telles quelles sans commentaires de notre 
part et A simple titre de renseignement, sous 
la fesponsabilité de la direction qui nous les a 
fournies.

RUSSIA AND ITALY. 


RUSSIAN SQUADRON’S VISIT. 


Rome, December 5. 

(By letter). An event of considerable inter- 
national importance has just been agreed 
apon, that is a visitot the Russian’ squadron 
to Italy for the first time in 5 years. This 
astumes a special interest considering the 
strained relations between the two countries 
after the Tsar abandoned the idea of returning 
the visit paid to him by King Victor at St. 
Petersburg. Indeed this visit may be the pre- 
lude to the Tsar coming to the Eternal City. 
The squadron is composed of the men-of war 
“Tsarevitch,” ‘“Slavo,” and “Bogatir,” having 
on board Russian cadets. They will arrive in 


Genoa on January $rd, and remain there antil_ 


the 10th, going after to Spezia. The Admiral, 
superior officers, and a certain number of 
cadets will come to Rome, where they/will be 
received by the King, and in whose honour 
Admiral Mirabello, Ministsr of the Navy, and 
M. Maravieff, Russian Ambassador, to whose 
ability is due the re-establishment of cordial 
relations between the two countries and the 
conclusion of a commercial treaty, will give 
several entertainments. 

From Spezia the Russian squadron will go 
to Biserta, returning trom there to Naples in 
the middle of February and sailing afterwards 
for Gibraltar. (Reuter)

ANGLO-BELGIAN 00. OF EGYPT. 


RESULTS CONSIDERED SATISFACTORY 
IN VIEW OF THE CRISIS. 


The second ordinary general meeting of the 
Anglo-Belgian Company of Egypt, Limited, 
was held on the 28th Nov.at the Cannon-street 
Hotel, onder the presidency of Baron George 
de Reuter (the chairman of the company). 

The Secretary (Mr. G. T. Broadbridge, 
F.C.I.8.) having read the notice calling the 
meeting and the auditors’ report. 

The Chairman, in the course of an exhaust- 
ive speech, said : Although you will have seen 
from the report that there is no question ot 
paying a dividend at the present moment 
nevertheless your directors bave considered it 
advisable to call a meeting now, instead of

This company was 
incorporated, as you are aware, on March 3, 
1906, asan English company, the nominal ca- 
pital being £1,000,000 in 200,000 shares of £5 
each.

Railways Company 
(an Egyptian compan y), which railway is sitaa- 
ted in the Payoum Province, near Cairo, and 
isabout 168 kilométres—equal to about 108 
English miles—in length. As you may remem- 
ber, this concession gives the monopoly ot light 
railways in the Fayoum Province—one of the 
most fertile in Egypt, and one in which a 
great development is taking place. The con- 
trolling interest which we possess consists of 
holding in the railway company sufficient of 
its shares and obligations to be able to control 
its business management (about four-fifths of 
the whole), and, apart altogether from poss- 
essing the control of the railway company’s 
capital, we also have the control on the bdard 
of that company. As your chairman, | also 
hold the office of president of the railway com- 
pany, and another of your directors (Monsieur 
Freson) is the vice-president, whilst still another 
(Monsieur Florent Lambert) is also on the 
board of the railway. I may mention that we 
have on the railway board English and Belgian 
gentlemen who bave great experience and 
success in the management oflight railways, 
whose expert advice is therefore of inestimable 
value. 

As you were informed in the prospectns, and 
again at our statutory meeting of last year, 
the condition of the railways company when 
we took it over left a great deal to be desised ; 
in fact, nothing could be more severe than the 
strictures passed upon the old administration 
of that company by Lord Cromer, in his report 
of last year. The carrying out of the programme 
of reform necessarily required a considerable 
amount of time and the expenditure of a 
considerable sum of money. You will be pleased 
to know that when I and one of your directors 
(Monsieur Freson) went to Egypt last winter, 
to negotiate with the Government regarding 
modifications in the concession which we had 
requested, we were able to satisfy the Govern- 
ment that their requirements with regard to 
the conduct of the company had been given 
effect to, with the result that the modifications 
asked for by us have now been granted. I 
should also tell you that we have obtained the 
advantage of postponing the date at which the 
Government has the right to purchase the line 
—some three years. We have made great 
strides towards putting the undertaking upon 
a thoroughly good and effective basis, which 
will mean increased profits in the future. At 
the general meeting of the railways company 
held in Cairo, on February 25 of this year, we 
had the satisfaction of reporti:g that not only 
had we expended large sums in carrying out 
the major part of our programme, but that, for 
the first time in the annals of the company, 
interest had been paid in cash, and a resolo- 
was passed at that meeting authorising the 
directors to pay during the current year the 
coupon on the debentures which still remained 
in arrear. 

Having given figures as to the actual work- 
ing of the railway, showing increased traffic 
receipts and a reduction of the ratio of the 
working expenses, the Chairman said that he 
had no hesitation in saying that, in his opinion 
and that of the management of the railway 
company, they would not regret the acquisition 
of that company’s control. Proceeding, he said : 
I do not think I can do better, by way of 
illustrating to you the progress that has been 
made since we took over the control, than 
quote to you from the report made by Lord 
Cromer in the Blue-Book issued before his re- 
tirement, in which he reports to the Foreign 
Office here as follows: ‘There are now 1,145 
kilométres of agricultural railways open in 
Egypt. All the three companies concerned seem 
to be doing well. Notably, there haa been a 
great improvement in the management of the 
Fayoum lines, upon whose administration I 
have animadverted in previous reports. Buro- 
pean agency has been introduced into the 
management, with the result that in 1906 the 
working expenses were L.E. 4,000 less and the 
net earning L.E. 6,000 more than in 1905.” I 
may remark that we feel somewhat proud to 
have had such a commendation upon 
our management from such a very high 
authority. Having such a stake in the Fayoum 
Railway Company,.it was, of course, tq our 
manifest interest to push that concern ahead 
as pinch as ever we could, and to do that it 
whs necessary to provide it with the means of 
adding to its rolling stock, locomotives, &c., and 
we thereforeentered intoa contract with the rail-

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BRITISH SLAVES IN TURKEY. 
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A QUAINT BEQUEST 


A bequest by Mr. Thomas Betton, a wealthy 
ironmonger who died in 1724, of one-half the 
residue of his estate to the Ironmongers’ Com 
pany, to be devoted to “the redemption of 
British slaves in Turkey or Berbary,” was the 
subject of considerable discussion before Mr. 
Justice Swinfen Eady in the Chancery Division 
last Thursday. For over a hundred years after 
the death of the testator large sums were em- 
ployed in carrying out his wishes, the last pay- 
ment being made in 1825. The income being 
then mach more than sufficient for the object 
in view, a scheme for the management of the 
fund was formulated in Chancery. The scheme 
to which the present litigation applied was 
established by the Charity Commissioners, who, 
under the powers conferred upon them bythe 
Board of Education Act, 1899, decided that 
the money should be applied for edacational 
purposes. The Ironmongers’ Company, who 
are the trustees of the fund, appealed against 
the scheme on the ground that its effect was 
to devote permanently to educational purposes
